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INTRODUCTION ' . 

PURPOSE OF THE CLASSIFICATION 

This Classification was developed to provide a standard for 
xXSh with statistics about enterprises (i.e., companies, rather 
than their individual establishments) by kind of economic 
actiytty. Its use ,will facilitate^ the collection, tabulation, , 
present^^tion , and analysis of data relating to enterprises; and 
will ' promote unrformity and, comparability in the statistical data 
of felderai government agencies. The classification of enterprises, 
rather^ than that of their constityentv establishments, is used for 
compiling * and, analyzing financial and related statistics (such as 
income, expenses, and profits- from the incom^ statement; debt, 
liquidity, and other balance .sheet items; and other. data that may* 
be available only on an enterp^iise basis) . ^ 

DEFINITION OF THE ENTERPRISE ^ - . " ' 

The enterprise unit*^ consists of "all establishments tinder 
common direct or indire9t ownership. It JLs defined to include all 
entities, including subsidiaries,, whe^e there is more than 50 
percent ownership. It may vary' in oomposition ranging from a 
single legal entity^ (e.g. "corporation, partnei^hip, individual 
proprietorship) to a complex family of .legal entitrM under common 
ownership; ^a11 subsidiarieaS of a subsidiary which arevmore than 50 
percent owned would also be included*. The 50 perciSknt «rule is 
applied to. ea^jb^level of subsidiaries . Even though a company may 
bo ' able ef fpcrtTivte^ly to cont^rbl another 'company with 50 percent ot 
less ownexfSftip , the contrplled company is noti. to be considered . 
part df the* en.terprise; some, case^, it niay not be feasible or 
possible to fpllow *this definition. For this reason a 'detailed 
written description of. the entierprise should be included in. 
publications 'presenting ^enterprise industry statp^stics ,. especially 
if it dil?fe±-s f rom this definition.

For instance iSlj^ Motor Vehicles and Equipme«ii 
industry is made up of the estakiiishment indusGries for Mot**- 
Vehicles, Motor Vehicle Par.ts, Truck and Bus Botiies, and Tri 
Trailers, since they are frequently owned by the same* company . 

The e<f9MU.f ication 'covers all enterprises, regardless 
^ ownership. Where a classification by ownership or legal form 
organization is needed, the. classification appearing '^in t 
Introduction, of • the SIC Manual should be used., * . 

PRINCIPLES OF THE CLASSIFICATION • • 

The following criteria were used as guidelines in. evaluatitow 
the- changes to the enterprise industries: 

(1) . The industry classification for enterprises should be' 
essentially compatible w^.th that for establishments'. However, the 
industrial activity - patterns of enterprise organizations may ii* 
some instances result in • enterprise industries crossing major 
groups or divisions.

(2) The group of enterprises comprising an industry- should "be 
economically significant; that is, have 50,000 or more employees, 
or annual business receipts of $2 billion or more. 

> ^3) The g^oup of enlTferprises 'comprising an industry should be 

engaged to a high degree in the activity defining the industry, 
preferably 70 percent or more for nohmanuf acturing and 60 percent 
or more for manufacturing. • 

This Classification is a revision of the 1968 Enterprise 
Standard Industrial Classification (ESIC) . The revisions were 
evaluated on the basis of enterprise data from the 1967 ^Economic 
Censuses/ and from other sources, by applying the - criteria 
described above. Most, of th6 changes were made so that the ESIC 
would conform with tt^iriatest revision o£ the Standard Industrial v 
Classification (1972) . ^ ^ome additional industries were created,* ' 
and in a few cases smarll industries vere. combined. A table showing^ 
the changes is shown i>rin the Appendix. 

.PASIS FOR ASSIGNING INDUSTRY CI^ASSIFICATION^ TO ENTERPRISES 

An enterprise should - be assic^ed to the industrial 
classification which includes ^he plurality^ contribution of its 
estabiishments. Ideally, the value added by the establishments to 
the. goods- and services shouldj be the measure for determining the 
classif iication. In practlj:e, / value added data are not always 
available; in these casts ^t is necessary, to use whatever 
available measure of acfcivity could most closely approximate the 
saune results . l -

This pejcniits an agency tp select the level of ^ detail consider^ 
most appropriate for pretsentation of its data and to use

^classif iqptiohs ' ' used\ b^ other agencies.. Any regroupingS|>. or 
indu8try<8ubdividion8 should ]|pe clearly labeled. 

INDUSTRY CODE NUMBERING SYSTEM OF THE CLASSIFICATION 

The detailed ' enterprise ^industry code of ^ the Classification 
is a four-digit number with a decimal point between the second and 
third digits 1 to distinguish visually the Enterprise f<om the 
Establishment SIC numbering system. The first tw6 digits o^ the 
code represent ^the Major Group, similar to that for the 
establishment SIC. The third - and foi^rth digits represent the 
enterprise subdivision. . . 

^ The codes for enterprise industries were selected to provide 
codes as close in' content to the establishment SIC as possible, 
but they yda riot necessarily have the seune definition as the 
" establishment industry. Where the content of ,the«clas^es was 
identical in the two systems, the SIC code was used. WheS^ the^ 
content was different, another code was used if possiible^ 
Miscellaneous and "not elsewhere classified" industries were/^oded^ 
witlT^t "9" even though the industry was not identical in content 
o the SIC. 




DEFINITION, OF ENTERPRISE CLASSES 



The enterprise industries are^ defined by one or more S^C 
industries as shown in the right hand column and are not defined 
specifically in this manual. The content of each enterprise 
industry is fully defined only by reference to the corresponding 
industries in the 1972 SIC Manual. Tne titles in this manual Were 
shortened so they ^could be used in publication tables (4-digit 
titles have been limited to 36' characters and the rest to 38 
characters) . ,
